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I.  EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 

This  Lands  Resource  Management,  User  Requirements.  Document  includes 
specifications  for  and  samples  of  the  documents  and  explanations  for 
them  that  have  been  identified  by  potential  users  for  the  computer 
to  produce.  These  "user  requirements"  are  the  results  of  "Detailed 
Requirements  Definitions"  (DRD)  PHASE  I  of  the  Strategic  Information 
Plan.  Phase  I  involves  material  only  for  Resource  Inventory  and  Unit 
Resource  Analysis  (URA)  for  all  resources. 

The  output  tables,  overlays  and  narrative  data  are  based  upon  the 
1976  version  of  the  1605  Manual  instruction  for  URA  and  formats 
suggested  by  the  field  personnel  comprising  the  Lands  DRD  teams. 

The  requirement  for  Lands  were  identified  first  by  District  and  State 
Office  personnel.  That  original  package  was  subsequently  reviewed  by 
teams  from  California,  Eastern  States  Office  and  New  Mexico  in  October 

1977.  The  review  results  were  compiled  in  a  single  copy  and  perused  by  a 
member  from  each  of  the  three  State  teams;  an  Associate  State  Director; 
and  the  DSC  and  the  Washington  Office  Lands  and  Realty  Staffs  in  February 

1978.  These  requirements  are  now  presented  in  this  revised  paper  as  the 
user's  needs  or  outputs  on  a  regular  basis  from  the  computer  along  with 
the  input  data  to  support  the  outputs.  The  data  elements  are  the  break- 
down of  data  required  to  complete  an  output  or  input.  For  example,  if 

a  table  displaying  acreages  is  the  output  required,  then  a  data  element 
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could  be  one  of  the  column  headings  on  the  table,  i.e.,  acres  of  federally 
owned  land.  The  collecting,  categorizing  and  describing  of  the  outputs; 
e.g.,  tables,  overlays,  maps,  etc.,  and  the  defining  of  data  elements  and 
their  codes  to  complete  them  is  what  the  DRD  Phase  of  the  Strategic 
Information  Plan  is  all  about.  More  specifically,  Phase  I  is  to  identify 
the  user  requirements  for  Resource  Inventory  and  URA.  No  data  is  entered 
in  the  computer  by  this  action,  however.  The  original  task  of  identifying 
the  computer  output  needs  was  accomplished  by  two  different  teams  of 
field  personnel.  These  teams  met  at  the  Denver  Service  Center  during  the 
fall  of  1976.  The  teams,  comprised  of  representatives  from  both  State 
and  District  Offices  included  land  records  and  lands  field  personnel. 

The  review  of  the  first  lands  user  requirements  package  was  completed 


(      by  management  personnel  and  other  target  users  from  the  States  of 
California  and  New  Mexico  and  the  Eastern  States  Office. 

The  user  requirements  package  and  the  comments  generated  were  in  turn 
reviewed  by  a  group  including  one  member  from  each  of  the  reviewing 
teams  plus  an  Associate  State  Director  and  personnel  from  the 
Washington  and  Service  Center  Lands  Staffs. 

This  document  then  is  the  result  of  these  efforts  and  completes  the 
first  of  six  steps  in  the  development  of  a  computer  system  program  life 
cycle. 
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At  the  start  of  this  project  and  because  lands  status  developed  for 
the  URA  was  derived  from  the  Master  Title  and  Use  Plats,  most  of  the 
land  status  Data  Elements  were  defined  using  MTPs  and  Use  plats  as  a 
base  for  input.  Because  we  realized  the  Land  Records  would  be  developed 
in  further  detail,  the  Lands  Systems  Package  was  broken  into  two  sub- 
systems. Sub-system  0121  is  to  be  used  for  just  the  official  Land  records 
with  supporting  documents  and  0122  for  the  needs  of  the  Lands  Resource 
Management. 

The  Land  Records,  system  0121,  was  moved  forward  in  priority  of  Strategic 
Plan  development.  Additional  as  well  as  revision  of  several  of  the 
original  data  elements  has  resulted  from  identification  of  the  detailed 
needs  in  the  land  records  DRD.  These  have  been  revised  as  required  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  the  Lands  Resource  Management  DRD,  System  0122. 

In  addition,  a  system  is  also  established  for  Cadastral  Survey,  System 
0127,  which  includes  all  survey  oriented  data  elements.  These  are  also 
reflected  in  this  revised  User  Requirements  Document  for  Lands  Resource 
Management,  System  0122. 

While  revisions,  additions,  and  deletions  will  no  doubt  occur  as  the 
system  development  moves  into  the  design  phase  (Step  2  in  the  life  cycle) 
this  document  strives  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 
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1.  To  identify  and  define  all  outputs  needed  for  Steps  3  and  4 
of  the  URA; 

2.  To  identify  and  define  all  inputs  necessary  to  support  the 
required  outputs; 

3.  To  identify  and  define  all  data  elements  necessary  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  of  the  inputs  and  outputs.  No  doubt  additional 
refinement  will  be  necessary  as  development  moves  into  the 
design  phase. 

4.  To  identify  the  frequency  and  volume  of  the  collection  and 
use  of  this  data; 

5.  To  have  resolved  most  of  the  problems  of  redundancy  of  data 
elements  and  included  those  data  necessary  to  fulfill  the 
needs  of  all  users  of  the  system. 
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II.  PROBLEM  STATEMENT 

The  task  to  be  addressed  by  the  User  Requirements  Document  was  to  identify 
the  standard  outputs  for  the  Lands  Resource  Management  program  that 
would  be  expected  from  the  computer  for  Unit  Resource  Analysis  and 
Resource  Inventory.  Also,  the  inputs  required  to  support  all  of  the 
identified  outputs  were  to  be  described  for  entry  into  the  computer. 

Only  the  high  priority  outputs  are  identified  in  this  document,  because 
of  the  need  to  reduce  the  volume  of  the  initial  data  to  be  entered  into 
the  computer. 

Other  than  those  data  needs  that  will  be  provided  as  part  of  the 
Land  Records,  System  0121,  and  Cadastral  Survey,  System  0127,  the 
Lands  Resource  Management  area  will  be  required  to  directly  erfter  much 
field  data,  e.g.,  land  use  and  its  location  data.  This  necessity  will 
require  considerable  time  and  money  in  the  field  as  well  as  use  of  the 
Cadastral  and  Land  Records. 

Currently,  all  materials  required  for  any  Lands  Resource  inventory  and 
URA  for  planning  purposes  must  be  manually  developed.  Much  of  the  data 
are  gross  estimates  for  the  various  uses  in  the  planning  unit. 

Because,  Section  201,  Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act  of  1976, 
(FLPMA)  requires  inventory  of  all  public  lands  and  their  resource  and 
,  other  values,  it  is  imperative  that  the  capability  of  machine  processing 
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be  made  available  for  storage  and  manipulation  lands  data.  In  addition, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  plan  for  personnel  and  funds  to  collect  and 
enter  data  that  must  be  gathered  in  the  field  to  support  the  required 
outputs  from  the  computer.  This  could  result  in  a  severe  impact  on 
existing  staff  and  planning  programs. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  arrangements  to  acquire  access  to  other 
existing  automated  sources  of  data  such  as  the  State  of  California's 
land  ownership  and  use  data  program. 

Once  land  ownership  and  use  data  becomes  automated,  very  heavy  ad  hoc 
use  of  the  system  can  be  expected  from  all  categories  of  users,  e.g., 
Federal  and  local  governments  and  the  private  sector.  The  expectation 
exists  that  ad  hoc  inquiries  of  the  system  will  far  surpass  the  regular 
standard  outputs  identified  and  described  in  this  document. 
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III.  ENVIRONMENT 

Presently,  all  lands  data,  whether  for  casework,  planning  (URA-MFP) 
or  informational  purposes,  is  collected  and  compiled  manually  for  the 
specific  need.  Any  changes  or  updates  in  displays  developed  from 
this  data  are  also  completed  manually.  This  method  of  processing  is 
extremely  time  consuming  and  subject  to  error.  The  need  to  interpret 
field  data,  land  and  survey  records  each  time  updates  are  required 
compounds  the  expense  in  time  and  personnel.  In  addition,  many 
questions  and  needed  reports  are  not  now  answered  or  completed  because 
of  the  time  and  difficulty  of  preparation.  Many  estimates  are  used 
in  place  of  basic  data  and  many  questions  are  just  unanswered. 

i 
Also,  much  data  is  collected  for  uses  other  than  for  lands  inventory, 
planning  and  informational  uses.  It  is  used  and  filed  for  the 
purpose  collected  and  therefore  not  readily  available  for  future 
use.  Much  of  that  data  collected  supplements  inventory  data  and  if 
added  and  verified  in  a  computer  data  base  at  the  time  of  collection,  it 
would  enhance  lands  information  available  for  all  resource  area  and 
public  use. 
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Automation  of  land  use  data  and  the  standard  output  needed  on  a 
regular  basis  would  free  those  personnel  required  to  complete  such 
manipulations  of  data.  Further,  when  all  lands  data  is  georeferenced, 
it  can  be  compiled  in  the  many  ad  hoc  inquiry  configurations  that 
will  place  heavy  demands  on  computerized  land  information. 

Examples  are  overlays  and  tables  showing  the  various  land  uses  in 
specific  areas,  e.g.,  Districts,  Resource  Areas  or  Planning  Units. 
In  addition,  the  data  used  to  answer  the  various  inquiries  would 
always  be  accurate,  or  if  errors  are  found,  the  data  base  can  only 
be  made  more  accurate  by  such  updates. 

Data  is  to  be  entered  in  the  computer  in  the  greatest  detail 
collected  or  available.  Report  can  be  prepared  and  questions  answered 
from  the  data  base  rapidly  and  accurately.  These  outputs  from  the 
computerized  data  base  can  be  had  in  any  of  the  formats  requested. 

Many  report  and  questions  never  before  available,  but  often  required 
should  be  available  from  the  proposed  system. 
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IV.  USER-TO-SYSTEM  INTERFACE 

In  order  to  visualize  the  general  concept  of  working  with  a  large  scale 
automated  system,  you  should  review  the  "User  Interface  Introduction" 
which  is  available  as  a  separate  document.

SAMPLE:  Increased  use  is  expected  to  occur  as  Utah  Highway  95  is 
improved  and- designated  as  a  scenic  highway.  This  will  require  develop- 
ment of  commercial  service  facilities  along  the  highway.  Power,  telephone, 
and  perhaps  water  pipelines  will  be  required  to  service  these  facilities. 
The  route  (E)  shown  on  the  overlay  between  the  Town  of  Blandi-ng  -(closest 
utility  distribution  source)  and  the  intersection  of  Highways  95  and  17 
(where  commercial  development  may  be  expected),  is  an  opportunity  to  meet 
this  need. 

f-  Road  Transportation  Systems.  Analyze  the  existing  road  networks 
for  compatibility  with  BLM  transportation  systems.  Include  Federal, 
State,  and  county  systems,  and  private  systems  that  are  covered  by  some 
kind  of  reciprocal  road-use  agreement  or  memorandum  of  understanding. 
Review  transportation  plans  to  identify  possible  new  road  system  proposals 
for  the  planning  unit. 

9-  Electronic  Sites.  For  cluttered  or  congested  communication  sites, 
consider  improvement  through  relocation  or  consolidation  of  facilities. 
Identify  significant  areas  that  have  potential  as  communication  sites. 
Briefly  describe  reasoning  for  additional,  or  changes  in  existing,  communi- 
cation sites.  (See  2020.8.)  Sources  of  information  on  future  planning 
include  communication  companies,  user  groups,  and  governmental  agencies. 

SAMPLE:  Federal  Communication  Commission  has  indicated  four  television 
stations  will  be  allowed  in  this  area.  Only  three  have  been  developed  and 
indications  are  the  fourth  transmitter  tower  will  be  located  within  the 
unit.  Potential  sites  for  this  and  other  communication  uses  are  shown  on 
the  overlay. 

h.  Withdrawal  Restoration  Opportunities.  Review  the  withdrawals 
shown  in  Step  3  which  appear  to  have  potential  for  restoration.  With- 
drawals qualifying  are  those  not  serving  the  purDoses  for  which  they  were 
withdrawn,  those  appearing  to  have  lands  in  excess  of  the  agency's  needs, 
and  those  containing  resources  that  are  not  being  adequately  managed. 

SAMPLE:  Public  lands  withdrawn  by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  for 
the  Uptown  Project  in  Jacks  County  are  not  needed  above  elevation  6,000 
feet.  The  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  reported  that  these  lands  are  not 
required  for  the  Uptown  Project.  Consider  appropriate  actions  to  restore 
these  lands  to  Bureau  management. 
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i.  Unauthorized  Use  Terminations.  Review  unauthorized  uses 
identified  in  Step  3  to  determine  if  they  can  be  terminated  in  light 
of  policy  guidance  contained  in  Manual  9230. 

j.  Lands  Quality.  Evaluate  potential  actions  that  could  be  taken 
to  correct,  alleviate,  or  improve  the  conditions  on  areas  identified 
as  problem  areas  Step  3.  Also  identify  procedures  that  could  be  used  to 
prevent  such  problems  occurring  with  future  land  uses. 

SAMPLE:  The  Fremont  County  dump  seriously  affects  adjacent  public 
lands.  In  cooperation  with  county  officials,  a  more  desirable  location 
for  the  dump  should  be  found.  — 

k.  Water  Needs.  Identify  water  needs  for  each  lands  activity 
potential  development.  Estimate  volumes  in  gallons  for  uses  other  than 
agriculture,  which  is  in  acre  feet.  For  potential  industrial  water  needs, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  know  the  type  of  projected  industrial  use.  All 
these  data  will  be  converted  to  acre  feet  when  used  in  the  MFP.

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c.  Managed  Area  -  Assign  points  for  the  proximity  of  this  island  to 
intensively  managed  public  ownership.    As  the  intensity  of  management 
increases,  and  the  distance  from  the  area  to  an  island  decreases, 

the  likelihood  becomes  greater  that  the  island  will  receive  additional 
use.    An  island  found  in  a  remote  lake  lacking  access  would  be 
expected  to  receive  less  use  than  an  island  in  a  lake  with  a  highly 
developed  public  campground. 

d.  Access  -  Assign  points  for  the  type  of  access  present. 

3.  Use  -  Using  the  rating  chart,  determine  the  dominant  use  present  and 
assign  points  within  that  category  according  to  its  intensity.    If  island  is 
used  as  a  cabin  site,  assign  points  according  to  the  quality  of  the  cabin. 

4.  Size  -  Using  the  rating  chart,  assign  points  according  to  the  island's  size. 

5.  Height  -  Assign  one  point  for  each  foot  of  height  above  MHW,  up  to  ten 
points.    Islands  over  ten  feet  high  receive  only  ten  points. 

6.  Uniqueness  -  Using  the  rating  chart,  assign  points  within  one  of  the  four 
categories,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  values  present. 

7.  Probable  Highest  and  Best  Use  -  Indicate  the  use  for  which  this  island 
appears  to  be  best  suited.

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E.  IDENTIFICATION  OF  PROBABLE  IMPACTS 

Presently  all  lands  data  for  URA  are  input  manually.  Other  than  the 
data  requirement  guidelines  of  the  1605  Manual  for  URA,  no  specific 
Bureauwide  forms  for  recording  data  gathered  exist  for  the  Land  Resource 
Management  program  area. 

Resource  inventory  per  se  has  not  been  accomplished  in  the  Lands 
program  area,  except  as  needed  to  complete  the  URA  and  then  only 
as  required  to  complete  the  URA. 


v / 


Normally,  for  URA  needs,  records  are  researched  for  land  ownership  and 
Federal  land  jurisdiction  data.  Land  use  data  comes  from  both  field 
data  and  secondary  information  sources.  Data  from  other  than  BLM  sources 
is  obtained  manually  from  other  agencies,  local  government  or  private 
sources. 


The  construction  of  the  data  base  system  of  automatic  data  storage  and 
processing  of  land  records  and  land  use  information  will  relieve  the 
users  of  Lands  data  of  much  of  the  necessary  but  lengthy  and  tedious 
manual  processing  of  official  land  records.  It  will  not  of  course  reduce 
the  time  to  study  and  interpret  the  data  accessed  from  the  computer.  The 
data  input  forms,  other  than  land  status,  will  for  the  most  part  be 
completed  by  Field  resources  personnel  (area  or  district).  This  activity

will  require  heavy  commitments  of  work-months  and  funds  to  the  Strategic 
Plan. 

All  tables  and  graphics  developed  for  the  planning  system  that  can  be 
generated  from  the  proposed  data  base  system  are  new  to  the  present  BLM 
Forms  Management  System.  It  is  anticipated  that  much  use  of  the  lands 
data  base  material  will  be  made  to  support  a  continuous  stream  of  ad 
hoc  inquiries.  In-house  short-term  and  long-term  planning,  as  well  as 
daily  needs  to  answer  specific  land  use,  land  potential  and  land 
jurisdictional  questions,  will  place  a  heavy  demand  on  the  terminal 
(CRT)  and  hard  copy  producing  capabilities. 

Some  desirable  and  many  needed  research  requests  for  land  data  by  all 
resource  staffs  and  the  "publics"  BLM  serves,  are  never  attempted 
because  of  the  time  and  expertise  required  to  produce.  Further,  updates 
of  existing  URA  files  are  lacking  in  many  areas  because  of  overcommit- 
ment of  personnel  and  funds  to  other  programs.  Instances  exist  where 
estimates  are  used  where  solid  data  is  required.  Use  of  inaccurate 
data  can  lead  to  improper  decisions. 

The  above  mentioned  needs  and  problems  listed,  indicate  that  imple- 
mentation of  the  Strategic  Plan  for  Lands  Program  oriented  data  is 
significantly  positive.
